So beloved by ham proved great offence,

231 Behold God's goodneſs and ſeverity, 

| That from his laws none way tray, 
Oa the.n that {ell the natural branch, 
All the chriitian world may fore repent. 
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232 To thee are goodneſs laid up in full ſtore, 
And may continue in that for evermore, 
If folly ſeparate you from that good lot, 
Without repentance forever be cut off.
